EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

The recent news Irom Europe gives U9 the 
unexpected and extraordinary intelligence 
thai the Danish imbroglio has been at length 
settled, with the Baorilica of the whole ul 
SchleHwig und the island ol Al»eu. We say 
"unexpected and extraordinary;" for the 
molt that the Gorman* claimed at the (Jou- 
farence was the portion south of a line drawn 
from Tondern to Flensburg, not half the let- 
ritory of the Duchy. We uan scarcely credit 
this wholesale announcement, but it futun 
intelligence shows it to be correct, it will 
result in one of tluse retributive judgments 
that are sometimes moled out to callous, Bolf- 
sufficient mortals for their iudiff jreneo to the 
sufferings of their follow-crenturcs. 'l'he 
idea that England or France, or both 
combined, can now retain the pooce ol 
Europe when they feel disposed is becom» 
ing a pitiable fallacy. Denmark despoiled 
before their eyes, amid all lhe false 
pretences which the Germans originally pul 
forward — with all the implied promises of 
England that the Scbleawig territory should 
be maintained intact — with all the protes- 
tations of France against what il considered 
an oulragsous assumption wlisu Prussia at- 
tempted to cross the Eider ;— what can be 
more humiliating to the Great Powers of 
Wesiero Europe? Jf temporary peace was 
the object, France and England havo at- 
tained their desire, but they can rest assured 
the quietude will be only temporary. Xo 
greater temptation could bo hold out to un- 
scrupulous powers than the knowledge that 
their acts will go unpunished. It is lhe same 
with them as it is with the footpad, Let us 
dispense wilh our courts ol juiiico and our 
police, and we shall no doubt got rid of the 
unsightly gibbet ; but is it desirable that 
society should be left to lhe mercy of ils 
worst elements ? llussia has bean allowed 
to decimate Poland — to wreak barbaric ven- 
geance on an already maltreated race, be- 
cause that race chooses to rc ; ent a brutal 
treatment. France then was ready to os- 
pouse the cause ol lhe Poles, but England, 
with her sympathy for the oppressed, whore 
was she ! Enveloped in her own intensified 
selfishness. Denmark becomes the victim, and 
England is ready to take her part, but 
where is France 1 Alas, shall we say it, 
playing the same game of childish, culpable 
selfishness — paying off England for her cal- 
lousness to Polish suffering ; leaving her in 
humiliation, because Fail Russell scouted 
the Napoleonic Congress. Jn the mean- 
time Russia slays toe Pole, and Germany 
divides the Dane. Peace is maintained ; be- 
cause the footpad's victims are too weak to 
resent successfully the bruial onslaughts. 

The acquisition of the Duchies will give 
to Germany a seaboard on the Baltic Sea 
and German Ocean of probably eight hun- 
dred miles. The grand aspiration, therefore, 
of the Gorman Federation has been granted 
— the facility to beconio a groat naval power. 
So long as the German Confederacy was 
confined to military strength, Europe found 
in it a strong couserver of tlio puice ; but 
now, wilh the opportunity of launching its 
navies on tho deep — and wilh ils recent easy 
uggressive conquests fixed indelibly in its 
mind, thero will be no more ambitious 
power on the European continent, and 
no greater disturber ol the peace. It 
has won Schleswig and Holstein too easily 
to be salisfied with the conquest. Jutland 
is bound lo come next, aud .Sweden, with all 
her assumed indifference is almost in os 
great danger as Denmark, l'he '' balance 
of power" is indeed upset; and the dread on 
the part of England of plunging Europe into 
war by interfering with Germany has made 
the probabilities of a general tiouble more 
than ever apparent. The force of example 
in these European outrages is strongly illus- 
trated. France is allowed to annex Savoy 
and Nice without any further interposition 
than that presented by an impotent diplo- 
macy; Russia seeing this sets to work and 
destroy? or banishes the Polos, the rest of 
Europe pitiably but powerlessly protesting. 
This is loo much fur Germany, and perceiv- 
ing her neighbors getting along so vigorous- 
ly with impunity, she must have a finger in 
the GllibUstering pie, and so fastens on lo 
the Duchies. Tho mania is an Infectious 
one, and is bound lo bring about general 
hostilities somo of these days when probably 
least expected.

possibly have to do with gendieg messages 
between these colonies and the Pacific Stales 
it is not very cosy to conjecture ; one thing 
appears tolerably certain, however; if we 
wail for our ocean line of sloamers, or over- 
land telegraph, or any other national require 
meat till the Homo Government sees fit to 
grant it, we will in all probability bo the last 
among civilized communities to possess these 
modern end much needed advantages.

Ho 
highly appreciated the compliment the Ame- 
rican citizens had paid him in inviting bim 
to meet Gon. McDowell. I', gnvo him great 
pleasure to see Americans here, and ha 
thought the wholesome competition and ri- 
valry between them and Englishmen, was 
productive of good to both* particularly in a 
commercial point of viow. The pleasure he 
felt ou this occasion was enhanced by the re- 
collection of the magnificoet welcome accord- 
ed by the American people to England's luture 
king, on the occasion of his visit to the Uni- 
ted Slates (cheors;. Afler a fow well limed 
remarks, His Excellency concluded by as- 
serting the earnest desire which animated 
him to porform faithfully and honestly the 
high trust which had been reposed iu him. — 
II he had erred, it was what others had done 
before him, and he had erred conscieniionsly; 
be bud listened patiently and attentively to 
Ihe opinions of all; and was always ready to 
do so, and was not aware that bo possessed 
any enemies. It gnvo him tho grealest plea- 
sure, on nil occasions, to meet the citizens of 
Victoria, to whose, loyalty and good ,-ense ho 
paid a high tribute. 

Mr. C. B. Young proposed the health of 
His Excellency Governor Pickkri.no of 
Washington Territory. Band — •' He's a 
jolly good fellow." Mr. Young highly eu- 
logized His Excellency whom he had had 
the pleasure of knowing for several years. 
Ha was proud to acknowledge that Ameri- 
can blood llowed in his veins and that he 
jointly belonged Mo two of the greatest na- 
tions in tho world. After some happy hits 
Mr. Young proposed the following sentiment 
which originated on board a humble molasses 
lugger on tho 4th of July : " May the idea 
of hostility between tho United States and 
Great Britain bo as far removed as the oceau 
is wide which (lows between their shore';.'' 

Governor Pickering roso amid loud cheers 
and said he felt exceedingly gratified at the 
reception which bad bean given to General 
McDowell both by His Excellency Govern- 
or Kennedy and tho people of Victoria. He 
showed what a wide field tho General now 
bad in which to display his military experi- 
ence and sound judgment. He had much 
pleasure in Btatiog that eincn ho had ihe 
pleasure of making Governor Kennedy's ac- 
quaintance he felt satisfied that he was 
llie right man to cement tho good feeling 
which ough' to exist between the two peo- 
ples. (Cheers) Gov. Pickering next alluded 
to the unhappy war now raging in his country 
and spoke in favor of the part which the 
English Government had throughout lakeu 
the struggle. His opinioiv '.ms, that what- 
ever dilierences ol opinion might exist in both 
cuuntrius, the English Government and the 
majority of the people were in favor of neu- 
trality, and would preserve it to the end. Ho 
sail 1 that tho struggle for tho freedom ol 
mankind had not yot commenced; and when 
that great battle between despotism aud 
freedom was once waged, Great Hiil&in 
would be the great, bulwark of freedom in 
Europe (cheers), and to whom would England 
look lor assistance in that great day but to 
her first born (olieeis), and when she unfolded 
her banner, ho would undertake to euy that 
that assistance would not be withhold, but 
that they would both culist under it in the 
common cause (loud cheers.) His Excellency 
ou oancluding his eloquent speech, was loudly 
cheered. The baud agaiu striking up " He's 
it jolly good follow." 

Mr. Liprnau in a noat and complimentary 
spooch proposed tho Judiciary. 

Chief Justico Cameron in acknowledging 
Ihe toast gave an outline of the dnties which 
devolved upon those who administered 
the law, and orplained tho position in which 
ajudgo was placed who was required to cut 
ot'f all personal leeling from the administra- 
tion of justico betwueu parties. 
Band — Oil' eho goes. 

Mr. J. P. Cranford next proposed tho 
Army and Navt or Great Hritain and the 
United States. There was one feeling ho 
said that animated his heart and it was that 
of a preservation of good fellowship botween 
the Americans and English. He advocated 
union of purpose and concerted action and 
terminated n short but masterly speech by ox- 
prening a bopo that tho two grent Powers 
might never be seen in hostile array against 
each other.

firm conviction that the preservation of their 
best interests were so dependant ou tbo main- 
laiuanca of peace and harmony lliat he fell 
satisfied England aud America would con- 
tinue friends. 

Band — " Rule Britannia " and " Yankee 
Doodle." 

The Uniu.x, One and Undivided, was 
then proposed by Governor Pickering, who 
said a better text was never preached. In 
union there was strength. A family united 
— a nutiuu united— could not fall. He had 
no doubt that lha union which has existed 
from 1773 till 1 80 1 , would be ultimately main- 
tained (ioud cheer.-). Baud— "Hail Co. now 
Lia." 

Tho toast was responded toby one of Ge- 
neral McDowell's stall', who said that it would 
be pardonable in a soldier to be unprepared 
with a speech. All he would say, therefore, 
was that ha was a Virginian; and that he 
did not believe there wrs a truo Virginian, a 
patriotic man in the North, or a soldier in 
the Union army, who had uot the firm deter- 
mination that the Union should be preserved, 
one and inseparable (cheers). 

The (Ji.EROV was thou proposed by Mr. E. 
Marvin, who said '.bat the only reason he 
could assign for such a toast being placed in 
his hands Was, that he was probably the 
grealest reprobale ou the Island (laughter). 
However, although ho was a very unworthy 
member, he had great pleasure in proposing 
the toast. 

Band— "Tho Hundredth Psalm." 

Mr. D. A. Edgar responded, and said that 
he bad been for a number of years on the Pa- 
cific coast, he had met the clergymen in the 
cabin of the dying minor, and in a higher 
sphere, and ho had always seen them kind and 
good moo. In now couuiries, as well as in 
old, their services weie sometimes required on 
other important and more joviul occasions — 
(laughter). 

The Press was then given in an eloquent 
speech by Mr. S. Goldstone, aud responded 
lo by Messrs. McMillan, Allen and McClure.

His Excellency Governor Kennedy said he 
had received permission to propose a toast — 
ibal ol the health of ihe Chairman, and 
judging from the able manner he had per- 
formed his duties this evening, be ought to 
be perpetual chairman fur all their dinners in 
this city. (Applause) The toast wns re* 
ccivod with cheers, and in reply tho worthy 
chairman proposed ihe health of Mrs. Ken- 
nedy and daughters. ( Tremendous 
applause.) His Excellency thanked the 
the company warmly for their kind wishes 
for his lamily, and assured them that it they 
became acquainted with Mrs. Kennedy, they 
would think she wns tho better of ihe two, — 
(laugi.ter). He regretted that owing to the 
small size of his present residence, Mrs. Ken- 
nedy was prevented from enjoying tho plea- 
sure ol cviending a welcome to all his frionds, 
but hoped that such would not long be thu 
case. His Excellency paid u warm tribute 
to tho virtues and inestimable value of good 
wivos, and humorously added that ho really 
thougnt thai all men who bad arrived at tho 
years of discretion without becoming married, 
even tho latest mernbor for tho city, who had 
just responded lor tho ladies, were only half 
human — Uhouls of laughtei). 

The vicie-chair here jocularly remaiked 
thai His ICxoelleocy had admitted that the 
"^ray mare was the butter horse," and as ho 
himself was in tho same position, ho would 
propsse the health of " tho better horse," — 
(cheers and laughter). 

This volunteer toast closed the proceedings, 
and tho company dispersed, evidently highly 
pleased with the evening's fustivities.
